FOR THE YEAR 1917 


Only about thirty new books were added during 1917, be- 
cause the purchase of the regular yearly supply of new ones was 
unavoidably delayed until January. All of these will be ready 
for circulation the first of February. I think the decrease in cir- 
culation of fiction is due mainly to the fact that people have 
been too busy to read rather than to the lack of new books. ‘The 
circulation of magazines and, certain classes of books has 
been good.

For the museum we have received, from Mr. Frank Robbins, 
an old fashiosted tailor’s goose, which must be very ancient.

FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1917 


Whole number of books circulated, ten hundred and ninety- 
eight, (1098). Of this number ninety-four were from the Ingalls 
Library, and circulated through the Branch Library. Thirty-three 
books were sent to the Ingalls Library.

Schools 


To the School Board of Rindge:- 


Iam submitting herewith my second annual report, this being 
the fourteenth of the series under district supervision. 


The comments that I shall offer are merely a repetition of 
those already made to you at the regular monthly meetings that 
have been held throughout the year. I. believe that these meet- 
ings held regularly and attended by the members of the Board 
and by the Superintendent have been productive of much good 
as they have kept those in charge of the school system in full ac- 
cord regarding the plans and purposes being carried out; have 
eliminated any possible criticism of ‘‘one-man’’ authority; have 
put the business affairs of the district on a sound basis and have, 
‘in every way, been helpful in systematizing the work of adminis- 
tration. 


In view of all the problems that have been encountered I be- 
lieve that I can say that the schools of Rindge have, during the 
past year, been conducted with as high a degree of success as could 
be reasOnably expected. At the opening of the present school 
year in September only one of last year’s teachers returned, Miss 
Boucher at East Rindge. ‘This made it necessary to secure four 
teachers, two from Fitchburg Normal, one from Keene Normal 
(all without experience) and one a young lady with two years’ 
college training and a brief teaching experience. 


Since the opening of the present year the school at East 
Rindge has fallen off very largely in numbers on account of the 
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removal of several families so that, at the time of my last visit, 
there were but seven pupils in attendance. I have in my hands > 
the resignation of Miss Boucher, to take effect March 29. If 
present conditions promise to continue I should recommend that, 
from the above named date, the school be closed for the remainder 
of the school year and the pupils transported to the Center as 
no school can maintain interest with so small a number of pupils. 


During the past summer the residents of District No. 6 pe- 
titioned your Board for the reopening of the school in that dis- 
trict. After due hearing the Board decided favorably and ten 
pupils enrolled. The number soon began to diminish through 
removals from town until at the close of the fall term there were 
but four in attendance. As there was no prospect of increased 
numbers the only course to follow was to close the school, tran- 
sporting the few pupils still left in the district to the Center. 


At the close of the last school year the Center schools suffer- 
ed a decided loss in the withdrawal of Misses Green and Good- 
ridge, both of whom obtained more desirable positions in Mass- 
achusetts. Following the recommendations made to you last 
year a reorganization was effected in these schools allowing for 
work to be done covering the first year of high school. While 
the number taking this work (four) has been fewer than hoped 
for I believe that the plan has been a success, that these pupils will 
be qualified to undertake the work of the sophomore year in such 
high school as they elect to attend and that the other pupils in 
the school have not suffered. The teachers in charge have shown 
a commendable spirit and the work accomplished has been very 
satisfactory. 1 


In my report of last year I commented rather unfavorably 
on the situation at West Rindge. Iam pleased to report that this. 
school has shown marked improvement and at the present time 
stands as well as any in town—possibly the best. It is much to 
be regretted that there are still two pupils in this section who should 
be in school, but cannot be admitted on account of the require- 
ments of the vaccination law. . 
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On account of war conditions and the consequent high costs 
of practically everything that the district needs as well as the 
searcity Of capable teachers we shall be confronted by problems 
that will require careful study in their solution. 


As the number of pupils in the present eighth grade is small 
I am suggesting for your consideration the elimination of the High 
school work at the Center (for next year) and the combining of 
these two schools under the direction of one teacher. I believe 
that this plan is feasible and that it will effect a substantial saving 
financially. 


The last session of the legislature, during a temporary lap- 
sus mentis, passed a law which decided complicates the financial 
problem for the present year. Heretofore the fiscal year has end- 
ed on February 15. Under the enactment above referred to the 
fiscal year beginning on February 15, 1917, has been extended to 
August 31, 1918, thus adding substantially a half-year of expense 
that must be provided for at your annual school meeting in March 
that is, this meeting must appropriate money to carry the schools 
through the present schcol year and also for a full school year 
from September first next. In order to do this without entailing 
undue hardship upon the district it will be necessary to seek out 
and put into effect every economy that is possible without lower- 
ing the standard of efficiency in the schools. This may involve 
shortening the school year to 34 weeks, but I should not advise 
this being done except as a “‘last resort’’. 


The screening of all school-rooms and out-houses which was 
accomplished last summer brought about a decided hygienic im- 
provement. For the immediate future I see no special outlay 
upon the school plant except that a beginning should be made in 
providing modern adjustable seats for the pupils. ‘This need 
shows itself most markedly at West Rindge and I should advise 
that at least a few seats of suitable type be provided there during 
the coming summer. Your fuel costs will be much larger next 
year than ever before as there is an increase of about 40 per cent 
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in the cost of wood and transportation will continue to be a large 
drain upon your finances.
